Beotch From Detrolt and Germans 
Thronged Col. Welr’s Unit—Where 
and How Voluntarism Succeeded 


BRUCE 


The secretary of the Walkerton Old 
Boys’ association estimates that in 
every block in Detroit, there is at 
least one native of Bruce county, On- 
tario. The chances are about even 
that any hustling young man by the 
name of McGregor or McTavish of 
McPherson you meet in the Michigan 
city, came from Ripley, Kincardine or 
Walkerton. Some of them have not 
remained in Detroit. They came back 
to fill the ranks of ‘Bruce’s overseas 
battalion, and that is one of the rea- 
sons the 160th recruited to full estab- 
lishment the most quickly of all the 
county battalions, The Scotch 
haven’t a monopoly on the 160th, for 
strange to say, a big percentage of 
the regiment’s strength is recruited 
from the German-Canadians of Han- 
over, Mildmay or Wiarton. But it is 
not too much to say that the Scots be- 
came the backbone of the battalion. 


Knew His County 


After Bruce county had sent bun- 
dreds of her sons to the fighting line 
the call came in November, 1915, for 
a battalion of 1,250 men, to be recruit- 
ed within the boundaries of the county 
and to be officered by Bruce county 
officers. Lieutenant-Colonel A. Weir 
was appointed officer commanding and 
he set about in an energetic fashion 
to disprove the common belief that 
Bruce could not supply 1,250 men by 
the voluntary system. Nobody knew 
better than the colonel the military 
possibilities of the district assigned 
to him, for in 1881 he entered the 
ranks of the Thirty-second Bruce bat- 
talion and held every rank from pri- 
vate to colonel] since that time. He 
knew where to expect the biggest en- 
listment and where to apply the great- 
est pressure. He also knew where 
he could get a staff of competent 
officers, from the former Bruce boys 
now located in all parts of the con- 
tinent. 

Major From Kentucky 

Colonel Weir went to the United 
States for his second in command, 
Major Moffat. The major had been a 
soldier all his life. He is a veteran 
of the Spanish-American War and has 
held important military posts in Ken- 
tucky. He was inspector-general of 
the state militia there. Major Moffat 
is the inventor of a hand grenade now 
being used in the fighting on the west 
front. It is constructed on the same 
principle as a shrapnel shell, timed 
to burst automatically five seconds 
after it leaves the thrower’s hand. 
Colonel Weir and Major Moffat proved 
‘an excellent recruiting team. The 
100th was organized long after most 
of the county battalions in Ontario, 
but by May, 1916, 1,250 men and offi- 
cers mobilized at Walkerton, in ad- 
dition to a base company of 100 men 
to which newly-enlisted men are con- 
stantly being attached.

Of all\peoples the French are the 
most susceptible to the appeal of the

Welcoms Home ! 

“The population,” writes a French- 
Canadian officer, “applauded us, 
people rushed to the doors of their 
houses to offer us fruits and wine; 
at stopping places, French soldiers 
brought us coffee and rum; joy and 
gaiety relgned everywhere. Gradually 
{t dawned on these people that among 
the strange soldiers from across the 
ocean were men speaking their mother 
tongue; not the’ French perhaps of 
modern Brittany and Normandy, but 
French none the less.” 

One must picture the joyous effort 
to find the common idiom and accent, 
the older country casting back in mem. 
ory across the years to the point 
where the two streams of speech have 
divided; the younger nation of the 
older speech, casting forward to catch 
the new French which had sprung up 
since the division. The scene is one 
for the painter or the novelist more 
than for the Record Officer, but this 
wonderful journey, ending in lovers’ 
meetings, must leave an ineffaceable 
imprint on the memories of both Eng- 
land and France. 


Romance In Cattle Cars 


Dramatic moments are few in mod- 
ern war, but this was one cf them, 
a fitting pendant to that other scene 
a few years back, when the Joint 
memorial to Wolfe and Montcalm was 
unveiled on the high plain above Que- 
bec. To most, this mutual recognition 
must have been an affair of instinct 
rather than of knowledge; but to a 
few was given a fuller understanding 
of the ancient romance underlying 
their tedious juorney in cattle trucks. 

“I thought,” says another French- 
Canadian officer, speaking of the jour- 
ney through Brittany to Rouen, “of the 
Knights of the Round Table, of Anne 
de Bretagne, of the Romance of Paul 
Feval and of the Vendeans and of all 
my boyhood reading.” But the tfo- 
mance was soon to be substituted for 
the stern reality of a winter campaign 
in Northern Europe.

Canadian Objector 


The Nottingham Tribunal disallowed 
the claims for exemption by several 
conscientious objectors to military ser- 
vice. One applicant stated he be- 
longed to the Socialist party in Can- 
ada, and had come from the Dominion 
to England since the war. He de 
clared human life was sacred, but the 
lives of men and women in Belgium 
had nothing to do with him, Sir John 
Maccraith observed what a contrast 
there was between applicant and 
other Canadians. Another member of 
the tribunal declared that applicant 
would no thave dared to gay what 
he did in the presence of other Can 
adians fighting for the Empire.

Club for fourteen years as 
trainer, and when the new. Tiger war 
team was organized he decided that he 
would continue to be a Tiger in the 
new role of soldiering. He {s an old 
athlete of fame, and many years ago 
was continually before the eyes of the 
public as a baseball player, boxer and 
trainer of athletes, boxers and wrest- 
lers. He took a prominent part in 
Bemi-pro. boxing bouts and gained 
considerable notoriety. He also played 
with the Dominions and Ontarios in 
the southwestern league for four years 
as a pitcher. Sim Vaughan is prob- 
ably better known as a trainer than an 
athlete, He trained the world-renown- 
ed sprinter, Bobby Kerr, who joined 
the 205th Sportsmen's Battalion as ad- 
jutant; Harry Fraser, Andy Wilson, 
long-distance runner, and Gordon 
Glennie. He also trained Charles 
Conkle, the world’s greatest wreatler 
at his weight; Pee Wee Osler, 116- 
pound amateur champion, and Bobby 
Wilson, who won the {international 
light-weight championship.

HARNESS RACING GAME 
TAKES BIG CAPITAL 


Big Sums Invested In Horses and 
Tracks—Some Costly Trotters 
—The Big Circuits 

The average purses distributed in 
1915 in the harness races were beyond 
$5,000. The Grand Circuit, which is 
the “King Pin” circuit of them all, 
has 13 weeks of racing. At each 
meeting the average purse was $40,000, 
which means that this one organiza- 
tlon distributed $520,000 in prize 
money in 1915. There are scores of 
other circuits, where the purses aver- 
age from $15,000 and $20,000 per mect- 
ing down to $1,000. The Grand Circuit 
takes the biggest cities of the east and 
middle west. Next in {mportance 
comes the Great Western Circuit. 
This circuit distributes about $260,000 
annually. Prominent among the other 
circuits are the following: Metropoli- 
tan; Lake Erie; Bay State; Kansas 
and Oklahoma; Ohio; Michigan Short 
Ship; Coal, Oil and Gas; Big Fair; 
Maritime Provinces and Northwestern 
Pennsylvania. 


Ten Thousand Horses 


In 1915 between 10,000 and 11,000 
trotters and pacers either raced for 
money or for records. Figurfng that 
each of these is worth a mere $600 
shows that over $6,000,000 worth of 
horseflesh was exhibited before the 
ublic last season. The average of 
600 probably is low. Captain David 
Shaw, of Cleveland, values one horse 
—Peter Mac—at $125,000. William, 
the pacing whirlwind, was sold during 
1915 for $35,000. E. D. Gould, of Ker- 
ney, Nebraska, refused $35,000 for his 
great trotter, Bingen Silk. And thero 
are hundreds’ of other horses that 
raced then that are valued far into 
the thousands. The $6,000,000 figure 
above embraces only the horses that 
were campaigned in 1915. It does not 
take into consideration the thousands 
of stallions, brood‘mares and year- 
lings. The fact that Peter the Great, 
21-year-old stallion, was sold for 
$50,000 will give some idea of the 
value of stud horses. It seems safe 
to say that the total value of all the 
harness horses in North America to- 
day is $10,000,000.

Each one of the cities where har- 
ness horses are raced—and there are 
1,000 of them—has a_ racecourse, 
stands and other track equipment. 
The money invested in these ranges 
down from close to $275,000 tied up 
in the North Randall, O., track, to the 
$5,000 and $10,000 tracks in the small- 
est cities. The statistics do not cover 
the annual expense involved in the 
upkeep of stables. Practically every 
horse owner has a driver, stable boys, 
veterinarians, etc. And then there is 
the cost of shipping the horses from 
One track to another. Yes, the light 
harress racing game is an immense 
one. It’s business in one sense—and 
@ sport in another. 


EARNINGS OF PUGILISTS 


Many Non-champlons Made More Than 
Old-time Title-holders 

If you merely seek money in the 
pugilistic world, it isn’t necessary for 
you to become a champion. Ring his- 
tory shows that aspirants, with good 
business heads, have snared as many, 
if not more, greenbacks than the title- 
holders. Packey McFarland never 
was a division king, yet the Chicagoan 
earned in the neighborhood of $200,- 
000 in the ring. Mike Gibbons’ “shake- 
downs” in three years went beyond 
$100,000. Leach Cross, who grabbed 
off over $200,000 during his long ring 
career, never got out of the runner-up 
class. 

Frank Moran, as merely heir 
apparent to the heavyweight throne, 
earned $60,000 during seven or eight 
months. Dillon never has been a fully 
recognized champion, yot his ring 
earnings have been tremendous. Bat- 
tling Levinsky, who fought almost 
continuously in 1915, earned close to 
$50,000. Knockout Brown, the lIight- 
weight, never was much better than 
& good second rater. But during the 
five years he was campaigned under 
the management of Dan Morgan his 
earnings were $144,000—an average of 
nearly 330,000 a year. There are 
scores of other battlers who never 
have been and never will be cham- 
pions, yet they are earning each year 
sums that-exceed those garnered by 
champions in other days, 


CLIFF SPRING : IDEAL 
OF LACROSSE PLAYERS 


Cleanest and Fastest of Western 
Stare—His Wonderful Games 
Against Shamrocks 


Clifford Spring, famous home player 
of the world’s champion New West- 
minster Club, has been prominent in 
athletics since 1908, when the Royals 
came East and defeated the Sham- 
rocks,at Montreal for the Minto Cup. 
Spring was then only 18 years of age, 
and came as a spare man, but he 
received his chance in the first game 
and made such a good showing that 
he became a regular. His wonderful 
speed and stickhandling made him a 
target for Howard, Kavanagh, Mc: 
Illwaine and other Shamrock defence 
men, but Spring was rugged enough 
to take all the punishment due him, 
and it was largely through his mag- 
nificent work that New Westminster 
captured the cup. None of the Sham- 
rocks could hold him down. Spring 
divided the individual honors in that 
series with the veteran Alex. Turnbull. 

Battered But Game 

In 1909 when Regina gathered an 
all-star team and went to the Coast 
{in quest of the Minto Cup, “Clift” 
Spring was at his best. Regina as- 
‘signed Billy West to hold him down, 
but Spring ran wild on West and Jack 
Shea, who had gone from Ottawa for 
the series, was moved out, Shea and 
Spring had ao great old battle, with 
honors about even. Spring's remark- 
able fielding soon shot that department 
of the Regina team to pieces, however, 
and he tallied the goals that put West- 
minster ahead after Warwick, Murton 
and others had been forced to retire. 
Spring was also badly cut in the 
memorable game between Regina and 
Westminster, but doctors sewed up 
two cuts in his head and the fair- 
haired homo fielder was able to finish 
out the match. Inu the second match 
Westminster smothered the Regina 
team, Spring himself scoring enough 
goals to retain the cup. ‘ 

The Regina-Westminster series at- 
tracted the largest crowds in the his- 
tory of lacrosse at the Coast, and Cliff 
Spring was then the idol of the West- 
ern crowds. Cliff played in the Sham- 
rock-Westminster series without 
gloves or cap, and it was not until his 
hands had been battéred to pieces 
that he consented to don the gaunt- 
lets, which he claimed interfered with 
his stickhandling. Spring was per- 
haps the cleanest member of the 
Royals. He took all his punishment 
without a murmur, and sympathized 
with Warwick and other Regina men, 
who had been put out of commissigqa 
by the Westminster defence men, 


Model Athlete 


Spring figured on the Westminster 
team steadily afterwards, except in 
1914, when he came East and played 
for the Torontos in the Big Four. In 
1916 he played for the Royals and was 
again a star. Spring, in fact, figured 
on championship teams in the West 
ever since 1908, except in 1912, when 
Vancouver imported “Newsy” Lalonde, 
Billy Fitzgerald and the pick of the 
East. Con Jones paid Lalonde and 
Fitzgerald $5,000 each that year and 
the New Westminster players again 
worked on the co-operative basis. 

Spring's jump to the Torontos in 
1914 is said to have displeased officials 
of the Westminster club. Spring is 
married and brought his wife and 
baby East with him in 1916 to join 
the Ottawas. He is a model athlete 
in many ways as he neither smokes 
nor drinks, and was one of the clean- 
est men that ever figured on the 
Minto Cup team. Cliff is said to have 
received $3,000 from R. J. Fleming 
when he played with the Torontos. 
The late Emmanucl Tasse was a great 
admirer of Spring, to whom he fre- 
quently referred as his “ideal of a 
lacrosse player.”

RIGHT VS. LEFT HAND 


Left Hand Batters Get the Higher 
Percentages 

A perusal of the mace-wiolding re 
cords brings out a pecullarity. It un- 
covers the fact that the majority of 
the greatest sluggers the game has 
produced have been right handed hit- 
ters, yet the bulk of high percentage 
hitters are left handers. The left 
handed batting stars for the most part, 
are speedy afoot, the right handers 
are clumsy to an extreme, most of the 
right handers have been big men; the 
left handers run to the diminutive on 
the average. 

Old Cap Anson was a right hander, 
So was Ed Delehanty, who could drive 
a ball as far as any man in the game. 
Lajoie and Wagner, the veterans, are 
starboard clouters. “Cactus” Cravath; 
who lammed the fences ever and anon, 
{s a right hander. Fred Merkle, the 
long-distance banger, {8 a right kand- 
er; “Piano Legs” Hickman, famous 
slugger of a few years ago, was a right 
handed swinger. On the other hand, 
Cobb is a southpaw clouter. So are 
Collins, Baker, Kauff, Speaker, Dau- 
bert, Luderus and Doyle. With the 
exception of Baker and Luderus, all 
are fast men. Bxcepting those two, 
none can be classed as a terrific slug- 
ger; at least none is in the Cravath, 
Lajoie, Wagner, Delehanty division. 
They hit the ball- hard and far—but 
{t is their speed that enables them 
to take unto themselves each year a 
husky average.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male pver 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in peraon at the Don 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agenoy 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lends 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. _ 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm‘of at least 80 acres, 
on ocoertain conditions, A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts = homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per aore. 

Dutiee—Six montha residence in 
each of threa years after earning 
pa pri patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who hae exhausted his 
homestead right may take @ pur 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Pricp $3.00 per acre. Dutics—Must 
veside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
honse worth 8300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, sorub- 
by or etony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

Charlie McBride writes from Brook 
War hospital, Woolwich, England, 
‘June 12, 

“I came over from France lass Sat- 
urday. I feel a lot better now tiiat I 
am in England for a while. 1 just 
wrote to have my mail seat to me 
from the Battalion. I haven’t Lad a 
etter for about a mentn but they 
will soon send it, <£ Lop. My leg is 
getting along fine; it is rheumatism 
in my back that is bosnertw ms tue 
most now. I have been in ted for 
nine days but I expect to go to a 
convalescent home in another week. 
and be there joc apout a month. 
(Then I will get leave for ten days, 
endI am gomg to mako good use of 
it. I will siay a few sys with tho 
Dawson’s ani then go to Sectland 
for the rest of the time. Then back 
to the front until I get another 
plighter. 

“Well, we have been doing some 
real fighting as you will have scen 
by the casualties lists. We have been 
at Ypres since March: that is where 
tthe Canadians were so badly cut up 
Jast year if you remember, I would 
have told you before only we are not 
allowed to say where we are. Well, 
this last fight started on tho 3rd of 
‘June, About nine in the morning the 
Huns started shelling the front line 
of trenches and blew up a mine. Of 
course, the shells killed or wounded 
measly everybody in the front‘iine for 


about two miles: then they came] 


over with fixed bayonets to take po- 
session, but our men in support 
came up to drive them back but 
there were too many and they came 
right on. We were out in a rest camp 
at the time and we had to go up to 
the trénckes as fast as we could and 
when we got there the Germans were 
right over in our support trenches 
and such fighting you could never 
dream of. The Princess Pats are wip- 
bd out and the fourth and fifth C.M. 
R.s are also wiped out. Before we 
avent up our orders were that we had 
to make a charge but they shelled us 
s0 hard that we never got up until 
day light. Then I was hit andI went 
out of the trenches to the dressing 
station and when I was going out I 
saw our men lying knee deep, killed 
and wounded. Just as I left our 
boys were making a charge but L 
don’t know how many came back, I 
heard there was only ninety six left 
in the Battalion when they cailed the 
roll, Our Captain and three Licuts. 
and one Major were wounded befoge 
I left, Our general and his staff were 
f@aken prisoners. It was the worst 
sight I ever saw. During the night we 
avere strung along in a little ditch 
and there was so much noise of shelld 
Dursting and bombs and guns that 
you could not hear the man next to 
you. When we wanted to talk to one 
another we had to make motions. 
The ajr was full of lead all night 
from the bursting of shells: it was 
terrible. One time when Nance was 
telling my fortune she said I was go- 
Sng on a long journey and going, to 
be lucky: I sure am lucky to get out 
of that alive. 

It is fine to be in the hospital in a 
good bed and get good grub again. 
‘There are people coming in every day 
to see us and bringing flowers, fruit 
pnd cigarettes. They sure treat a 
soldier well that is back from the 
front. I guess the C.M.R.s will be a 
thing of the past as they are ali 
gone from what I hear, the whole 
brigade from the general down. I 
am going to try and get into the 
Royal Canadian Dragoons if I can 
they have horses. I am going to 
Shorncliffe and see J. Oliver when I 
got out of here,:

East London, England, that he is 
getting on fine and will soon be able 
to get out, 

“Well, mother, we sure did get a 
cutting up. I don’t think there were 
more than fifty men came out of our 
regiment that did not get wounded 
or killed. The Germans shelled us for 
thirty hours, till the trenches were 
all down, and we had _ nothing but 
shell holes to get into. It was hell 
if there ever is one and don’t think 
it could be any worse. I took up 
First Aid work some t me ago so I 
was a stretcher-bearer. There were 
four of us to a company when wo 
went in, but we had not got very 
far till I was left by myself. And I 
can say that I did my duty. I was 
in the thick of it for 36 hours with- 
out any help or anything to cat. The 
Huns came over in hundreds and they 
got in to our front line before we 
could get there, as my battalion was 
in supports, and what men were. left 
in the trenches were so hadly cut up 
with the shells that they could not 
do much for themselves. as nearly all 
their rifles were broken and the 
bombs buried.. The Germans had all 
their own way and they. bayonctted 
nearly every. man, but the boys 
fought like tigers in a corner. Then 
we came up to help them. The Ger- 
mans saw us coming and they shelled 
us something awful. But our regi- 
ment charged again and again till 
we had not hardly a man left, but I 
think we gave them as good as they 
gave us, and we took back the most 
of the trenches that were lost, but 
with great loss. I went through it 
all till night. The next day when I 
was bringing out a sergeant a shell 
busted on the road and shrapnel went 
in my “ankle. It was pretty sore for 
a while, but it is getting better. I 
am writing this in bed so you will 
have to excuse writing. Fred Ziclke 
got wounded, but I don’t think it 
was very bad. 


We have a good time over here, but} 


have not got any money, nor can 
get any, for they won’t give us any 
while iwe are in hospital, so wi 
have to borrow a stamp for this let- 
ter till I hear from Walter.

From the outbreak of ths war 
he took a keen interest in military 
matters With a view of perfecting 
himself for overseas service, and as 
early as possible became attached to 
the Westmount Rifles.‘Later on when 
the 60th Battalion was formed by 
Lieut.-Col. Gascoigne, Capt. Vessey 
offered his services, and, owing to 
the limited experience that he fad 
had, he even intimated that he de 
sired to enter as a private and not 


obtain any commission at all. His 
superior officers, however, insisted 
on his bécoming a lieutenant, and 


later on he obtained his majority 
after going to England. Capt. Vessey 
was an enthusiastic soldier, and 
made. a splendid reputation for him- 
self, both at Valcartier Camp and at 
Shorneliffe, It was at Shorncliffe 
that he passed what was claimed to 
be one of the most brilliant examin- 
ations ever taken by any British of- 
ficer. From the outset he was very 
much loved by his men, and even in 
the early days at Valcartier endear- 
ed himself much to everyone under 
his command, ' 

His loss is most keenly felt at the 
bank, as it had always been felt that 
he had a very splendid future ahead 
of him. His early training and the 
success that he had obtained in the 
various offices had indicated that he 
might be destined to occupy many im 
portant offices in the service of the 
bank.

Mexican Reply 
Removes Peril 
Of a Conflict 


Official Text Bears Out Pre- 
vious Unofficial. Version-- 
- Mediation Favored 


Washington, July 5.—The reply of 
the de facto government of Mexico to 
the demands of the United States, 
conciliatory in terms in giving assur- 
ances of a desire to reach a friendly 
adjustment of the difficulties between 
the two countries, was delivered to 
the state department to-day by a 
Mexican embassy attache. 

Some state department officials did 
not attempt to conceal the fact that 
they considered the note most satis- 
factory and likely to remove all 
danger of war. 


DON’T WANT CONFLICT 


The communication points to the 
release of the American troopers 
captured at Carrizal as proof of the 
Mexican government’s sincere desire 
to avoid a conflict, states as the out3 
standing issue the reasonable belief 
of the United States that the inse- 
curity of its frontier is a source of 
difficulty, and on the other hand, the 
belief of the Mexican government 
that the presence of American troops 
in Mexico is a trespass on that coun 
try’s sovereignty and the immediate 
cause of trouble. 


FAVORS MEDIATION 

In offering to consider in a ‘‘quick 
and practical way’? the remedy 
which should be applied, the note 
gives notice that Mexico has accept- 
ed in principle Latin-American offers 
of mediation. Assurances are given 
that in the meantime the de facto 
government will employ every effort 
to avert a recurrence of incidents 
which would complicate and aggra- 
vate the situation, and the hope is 
expressed that the United States will 
endeavor to have its military and 
civil authorities do likewise.

These 
raids invariably are preceded by gen- 
erous shelling of the enemy's trench- 
es, With here and there a concentrat- 
jed fire by the new trench mortars, 
the range and general effectiveness of 
which have been greatly increased. 

Yesterday the greatest activity was 
on the center of the British line, 
where gas was used with deadly ef- 
fect in the region of Labassec. 

All morning newspapers’ to-day. 
print lengthy headquarters accounts 
of the fighting which testify to the 
extravagant use .of shells by the 
British forces. 

The Daily Mail says: 

“The Germans are answering our 
great bombardment and are well sup- 
plied with shells, but they have nev- 
er before employed artillery on such 
a scale or on so wide an area as we 
are doing. An extensive as against 
an intensive, method is now on trial, 
and so far has clearly much agitated 
the enemy, caused him immense loss- 
es and left our infantry free to enter 
his trenches at night, here, and there
